NEW YORK Crane operators hoisted the 
final pieces of the spire atop One World 
Trade Center on Thursday, helping to fill 
the void in the New York skyline left by 
the attacks of 9/1 1. 

Once a beacon is installed, the tower 
will stand 1,776 feet high, making it the 
tallest building in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, though still well shy of the 
world’s tallest structure. 

Ironworkers will finish installing the 
spire, which weighs about 800 tons and 
is 400 feet tall, at a later date. 

The tower is one of four skyscrapers 
designed to rise around the footprints of 
the fallen Twin Towers in a partnership 
between developer Larry Silverstein and 
the Port Authority of New York and 


New Jersey, which owns the site. 

The footprints of the fallen towers 
have been turned into a memorial to the 
nearly 3,000 people killed in the 2001 
attacks by al-Qaida hijackers. 

One World Trade Center, formerly 
called the Freedom Tower, is estimated 
to have cost more than $3 billion and is 
due to open next year. It wiU have 3 mil- 
lion square feet of office space, an obser- 
vation deck, shops and restaurants. 

The tallest building in the world is 
Dubai’s Burj Khalifa, completed at 2,717 
feet. 

One World Trade Center ranks sev- 
enth on a list of the world’s tallest build- 
ings under construction, according to 
Emporis, a database of building infor- 
mation. 


CHICAGO CONNECTION 

One World Trade Center will eclipse 
what has been the tallest building in 
the Western Hemisphere-Chicago’s 
Willis Tower, which stands at 1,451 
feet-but will be no rival for the 
world’s record holder. 


The tallest would be the Kingdom 
Tower under construction in Jeddah, 
Saudi Arabia, at more than 3,280 feet, 
or nearly twice the height of One World 
Trade Center. 

Four other buildings under construc- 
tion in China and one in South Korea 
would be taller than One World Trade 
Center, according to Emporis.

Underemployment: 
Its still a thing, guys 


Many college grads 
stuck in jobs that don’t 
require degrees

NEW YORK More than 40 percent of recent 
US. college graduates are underemployed or 
need more training to get on a career track, a 
poll released Tuesday showed. 

The online survey of 1,050 workers who 
finished school in the past two years and 
1,010 who will receive their degree in 2013 
also found that many graduates, some heavily 
in debt because of the cost of their education, 
say they are in jobs that do not require a col- 
lege degree. 

Thirty-four percent said they had student 
loans of $30,000 or less, while 17 percent 
owed between $30,000 to $50,000. 

“For our nation’s youngest workers, as well 
as for the workforce at large, there is a real 
need for employers to re-examine how they 
hire, train and develop their employees,” 
said Katherine Lavelle, of the global man- 
agement consulting firm Accenture, which 


conducted the survey 

Nearly half, 42 percent, of recent graduates 
expect they will need an advanced degree to 
further their career, and almost a quarter al- 
ready are planning to take graduate courses. 

More than half of graduates said it was 
difficult finding a job, but 39 percent were 
employed by the time they left college. Sixty- 
eight percent said they are working full time, 
while 16 percent are in part-time positions. 

The top industries that graduates wanted 
to work in were education, media and enter- 
tainment, and health care. 

Just more than half— 53 percent— of gradu- 
ates found full-time jobs in their field of study 
In addition to being underemployed, many 
graduates thought they would have done bet- 
ter in the job market if they had chosen a dif- 
ferent major, and more than half also intended 
to go back to school within the next five years. 

The survey uncovered a gap between what 
students expect to earn in their first job and 
their actual salary Only 15 percent of this 
year’s graduates think they will earn less than 
$25,000 but a third of recent graduates said 
they make that amount or less.

To an extent, any 
look behind the 
scenes of the adult 
film industry carries 
with it a certain 
level of judgment.

She 
doesn’t ask Jesse Jane, Kayden Kross or Bel- 
ladonna about their feelings on traffic or call- 
ing the cable company And while Anderson 
doesn’t work especially hard to challenge 
her subjects— she doesn’t gain insight from 
the stars after an adult film agent claims the 
actresses often need therapy and become 
their onscreen personas offscreen— she ab- 
solutely succeeds in framing them as people 
who are beautiful, rather than objects that 
are judged. 

The film is more positive than the doc ‘Af- 
ter Porn Ends,” in which some former adult 
film stars express regret and a sense of feel- 
ing trapped by their choices.

Ahmed, Hudson talk about tough 
subjects in ‘Reluctant Fundamentalist’

In the political drama “The Reluctant Fundamentalist,” Changez (Riz Ahmed) transitions 
from a financial hotshot in 2001 New York to a man suspected of being a terrorist in 2011 
Lahore, Pakistan. Kate Hudson plays Erica, an artist who offers Changez a (romantic) 
respite from an America that continually closes in around him. 

On the surface, Hudson (“Bride Wars”), 34, and actor/rapper Ahmed (“Four Lions”), 30, 
might not seem to have much in common. Yet part of the point of “Fundamentalist” is the 
importance of looking beyond appearances. By phone from New York, the co-stars talked 
about what brought them together. 


You have very different filmographies. 
What’s something you did to find common 
ground? 

Riz Ahmed: WeVe both worked with Mi- 
chael Winterbottom. [Ahmed in “Trishna,” 
Hudson in “The Killer Inside Me.”} They’re 
quite different films, but we’re both big fans 
of Michael and what he does and the ways in 
which he allows you to [work] freely and find 
your characters. Which is something that 
{“Fundamentalist” director Mira Nair] does 
as well, to be honest. She creates a safe— nur- 
turing is the right word for it— a nurturing 
atmosphere which allows you to play and 
find things. She leads yoga every morning a 
half-hour before we start filming. 

Kate Hudson: Michael Winterbottom is 
definitely not doing that. [Laughs] 

RA:So it’s a really “we’re all in it together” at- 
mosphere on the set. It was a really difficult 
film to get made— a film made against the 
odds. And no one’s in this for money dude. 

It was, like, super low-budget. Everyone did 
it because they were passionate about it. 
Actually that is a common ground for every- 
one. It’s a starting point. It’s like, “OK, you 
chose to be here as well and tell a story that’s 
difficult to tell in the current film financing 
climate.” And after that, we obviously con- 
nected over Biggie Smalls and hip-hop and 
stuff 

Kate, I didn’t know you were such a big 
Biggie fan? 

KH: Biggie Biggie Biggie. I grew up in the 
’90s [on the] West Coast, so for me rap was 
a big part of the fabric of my life. [Laughs.] I 
have brothers, and it started with me being 
very young and hearing rap music blaring 


from the bedroom from across from me, but 
I do, I love rap music. 

On *Tost-9/11 Blues” as Riz MC, Riz said, *1f I 
hadn’t shaved, they wouldn’t sit near me on 
the bus.” Lo and behold, Changez experi- 
ences that. It still applies today. 

RA: “Post-9/11 Blues” is a satirical track, so I 
wouldn’t take it that seriously [Laughs.] It’s 
something that just keeps coming up time 
and again— it’s how we view what we don’t 
understand and how we reduce things. That’s 
what me and Kate were saying: Fundamen- 
talism in our very nature is about reducing 
things down to their labels. 

KH: [It’s about] black and white. Linguistical- 
ly, the word alone— it takes anything, when 
you’re dealing with fundamentals, takes any 
human connection out of it. It’s dealing with 
the black and white of it, and within that 
there’s no room for empathizing or under- 
standing of human suffering or consequences 
in terms of human suffering. 

Kate, when looking at the films you’ve 
made in the last decade, this could be seen 
as an anomaly. How does your preparation 
change on “Fundamentalist” compared to 
“Something Borrowed”? 

KH: Interestingly enough, because I’m a 
very honest person and I like to answer 
things honestly I approach everything very 
similarly Whether it be comedy or straight- 
through, down-the-line drama with complex, 
layered characters, I think that I try to put as 
much layers into comedy as I do into how I 
attack a drama. I find comedy quite challeng- 
ing because you can’t really manipulate it. 
Either you’re funny or it’s not.

Director/co-writer Ramin Bahrani’s 
(“Goodbye Solo”) aching ‘At Any Price,” 
however, doesn’t rely on musty staples of 
uptight parents and punk kids. Rather, this 
drama about how chasing your dream can in- 
volve chasing someone else away from theirs 
blends old-fashioned, blue-collar work with 
the modern reluctance of new generations to 
follow in the family footsteps. 

Henry owns an Iowa farm and prides 
himself on being the No. i Liberty seed sales- 
man in seven counties. He inherited his land 
from his dad, who inherited it from his dad, 
and would love for his eldest son Grant to 
take over. Not happening; the ex-football star 
is more interested in climbing mountains in 
Argentina. Henry mostly grumbles about his 
younger son Dean (Zac Efron), who’d rather 
race cars than take over a farm. While Henry 
schmoozes Dunder Mifflin-style with current 
and lost customers, trying to follow the 21st 
century agriculture maxim of “expand or die,” 
Dean pursues a contract that can keep him 
afloat and behind the wheel— anywhere but 
at home with a dad whose disappointment 
sometimes shines brighter than his love.

Blood” or the recent “Promised Land,” ‘At 
Any Price” achieves an ideal sense of place, 
where a small community isn’t all innocence 
and sweetness. Long attuned to the details 
of work, Bahrani (“Man Push Cart,” “Chop 
Shop”) presents open space in more ways 
than one, an emptiness that reads as either 
opportunity or desolation depending on 
your perspective. Henry fears letting down 
his father (Red West of “Goodbye Solo”) and 
cheats on his wife Irene (Kim Dickens) with 
Meredith (Heather Graham), possibly an ex- 
tension of being told for years, “When a man 
stops wanting, a man stops living.” Dean, 
meanwhile, enjoys his girlfriend Candace 
(Maika Monroe), who’s brighter than most 
give her credit for, but has no greater prior- 
ity than avoiding the professional fate that 
could be passed down to him. 

The script spells things out too bluntly— 
Irene asks Henry “Why can’t you be happy 
with what’s right in front of you?,” admit- 
tedly a fair question— and takes a misguided 
spin toward disaster. Still, Bahrani turns even 
stock characters like Meredith into symbols 
of misdirected ambition. Both Quaid and 
Efron are exceptional, particularly when 
Dean’s biggest race puts a complex blend of 
terror and excitement in the pair’s eyes. It’s a 
scary exhilarating trade-off

FOR ‘NOT FADE AWAY’ STAR JOHN MAGARO

One of 2012’s best movies, “Not Fade Away,” came and went without the attention it deserved, but it gets another 
chance with its release this week on Blu-Ray and DVD. The tremendous feature writing-directing debut for “The 
Sopranos” creator David Chase is a must-see for anyone who loves classic, music-driven coming-of-age stories 
about how the feeling of being young can excite and change on a daily basis. Star John Magaro, 30, endured months 
of musical training to play Douglas, a kid in the early 1960s who goes from being a lousy drummer to a charismatic 
singer and finally gets the attention of his old crush (Bella Heathcote) in the process. He checked in by phone from 
Newark. 


I loved “Not Fade Away,” but I feel like it*s under-ap- 
preciated much like some bands aren’t appreciated 
in their time. Why do you think that happens? 

Man, that’s a great question, and I wish I had a more 
scientific answer for it. [Laughs.] I think that hap- 
pens a lot with music and film for multiple reasons. 
Maybe it comes out at the wrong time, gets lost in 
the mix of things. Maybe we’re saturated by so much 
film and so much television and so much music at 
this point, it’s easy for us to say “Oh, I’ll see that 
later, or I’ll check that out later,” and by the time you 
have the chance to check it out, it’s already gone. 

So fortunately, this is coming out on DVD right 
now and hopefully more people will get to see it and 
feel the way you felt about it when you saw it in the 
theater. 

What goes through your head when Tony Soprano 
is telling you what to do? 

[Laughs.] When he’s telling me what to do, it’s OK 
’cause I can shrug that off and I can stiU be a bit of a 
jerk to him and respond in a snot-nosed, punk way 
But when he comes at you and he grabs you by the 
collar and he pushes you against the counter and rips 
your shirt and smacks you around a little bit, that’s a 
little bit scary 

And take after take you’re telling David Chase you 
have to change your pants. 

[Laughs.] That scene, when we did that the first 
time, before we rehearsed it a little bit and it was 
like, “OK, this is what will happen, he’ll come at 
you and he’ll grab you and give you what-for.” And 
David’s like, ‘Any questions?” We’re both like, “No, 

I think we got it.” And on the first take he comes at 
me with that Jim Gandolfini fury and grabs the shirt 
and basically rips the shirt apart. ... Then they yell 
cut and the costume designer comes in freaking out. 
“We only have three of those shirts— you can’t do 
this all the time.” 

For people around our age, it’s easy to look at the 
era the movie captures and, at least from a musical 
perspective, wish you lived through it. If you could 
snap your fingers and be young for the ’ 60 s but 
consequently not be young now, would you do it? 

I think it’s easy to be nostalgic about the past— the 
movie “Midnight in Paris” I think sums that feeling 
up. You might long for the past and you might long 
for this other era that you might worship or really 
idolize in a way, but when you get there you find 
yourself looking for something else. ... Maybe if I 
could go back for a week and do a trial run at it, that 
would give me a better idea if I would want to stick 
around. 

It all depends what model time machine you use. 

[Laughs.] Exactly I need a flux capacitor. Need a 
DeLorean.

'Chicago Fire’ success 
sparks spinoff talk

Last week NBC announced it is renewing its 
Wednesday night drama “Chicago Fire” for a 
second season. The cast and crew still are in 
town, but not for long; they’re scheduled to 
wrap the Season i finale Saturday They’ll be 
back in mid-July to begin work on the new 
season. Though co-creator Derek Haas lives 
in Los Angeles with his wife and two kids, he 
has spent considerable time in Chicago work- 
ing on the show. He talked about what’s in 
store for the new season and the likelihood of 
a “Chicago Fire” spinoff on NBC’s schedule 
next year. 

The ratings were a little shaky when the 
show debuted in the fall, but it has become 
one of the most reliable performers on NBC. 
Would you have been surprised if they didn’t 
order a second season? 

Tbu’re cautiously optimistic, but Fve been in 
Hollywood long enough to know you don’t 
count your chickens before they’re hatched. 

... We saw the word “procedural” 20 times in 
every review, and we were like: Oh, that’s not 
our show— just wait. We’ve got to introduce 
all these characters. It’s chapters in a book, 
and this is just the first chapter. I think it 
took word-of-mouth of people telling each 
other, “Oh, this show is real.” And since then 
it has been awesome. 

You use a working firehouse at Blue Island 
Avenue and Maxwell Street for some scenes. 
How often do you have to yell "Cut!” be- 
cause a call is coming in over the PA system? 

I thought it was going to be every two min- 


utes, but because we shoot during the day 
and I think there’s more fire activity at night, 
we don’t get interrupted as much as you 
might think. But it does happen. They’ll be in 
the middle of a line and it’s like {makes siren 
sound] “Man down; unknown causes.” 

What can you tell us about the possible 
police-themed spinoff that you’re testing 
out in an episode of "Chicago Fire” [airing in 
two weeks]? 

Last fall, when we first introduced two cops 
on the show, {executive producer] Dick 
Wolf— half with a smile on his face — said, 
“You know, we could do a cop show!” ... We 
already had a storyline in the 23rd episode we 
knew would involve the police, so all that was 
involved was making that bigger. It’s not the 
finale, by the way, which is what everybody’s 
reporting. All this happens in the penulti- 
mate episode. 

When will you know if the spinoff is a go 
or not? 

There’s no rhyme or reason. The upfronts 
{when the networks announce their new 
slate of shows] happen before the {back-door 
pilot] airs. So I’ll be surprised if we don’t hear 
either way by next week. We’re screening it 
for them on Tuesday, I believe. I don’t know 
what they’ll say— you don’t know, it might 
be something they pick up for midseason, or 
they decide to order a few scripts and think 
some more on it. So nothing’s sure. 

» “Chicago Fire” has two more episodes left in 
the season. It airs 9 p.m. Wednesdays on NBC.

Chefs fundraise

Wicker Park has public basketball courts, a 
baseball diamond and recently has increased 
bike parking.

Arnett- 
Graham hopes that if this initial project goes 
well, it could be replicated in other parts of 
Chicago. 

To raise funds for the court’s construction. 
Wicker Park Bocce Club has enlisted fellow 
chefs to host a party May 16 at Fulton Market 
Gallery A $15 donation at the door includes 
food and drinks. 

“It’s not going to be like a park,” Arnett- 
Graham said. “We just want it to be a co-op 
within the city for anyone who likes bocce 
ball and enjoying beautiful days in their 
neighborhood.”

In 1992, “Jump,” the debut single by the rap 
duo Kriss Kross, was nearly impossible to es- 
cape. 

It was a remarkable feat considering that 
singers Chris “Mac Daddy” Kelly and Chris 
“Daddy Mac” Smith hadn’t even yet brushed 
puberty when a barely legal Jermaine Dupri 
discovered them in an Atlanta mall. 

Kelly was found unconscious at his Atlanta 
home Wednesday He was pronounced dead 
at the Atlanta Medical Center, and police said 
Thursday he likely died of a drug overdose. An 
autopsy was scheduled Thursday He was 34. 

“To millions of fans worldwide, he was the 
trend-setting, backward pants-wearing one- 
half of Kris Kross who loved making music,” 
Kelly’s mother, Donna Kelly Pratte, and re- 
cord producer So So Def Recordings said in a 
statement. “But to us, he was just Chris— the 
kind, generous and fun-loving life of the party 
Though he was only with us a short time, we 
feel blessed to have been able to share some 
incredible moments with him. His legacy will 
live on through his music, and we will forever 
love him.” 

Dupri’s vision was simple: a kid rap group. 
But it was the execution of “Jump” that was 
brilliant. Dupri tightly weaved oft-sampled 
funk standards over innocuous rhymes he 


penned. 

It worked, and “Jump” became the fastest- 
selling single in 15 years. It stayed atop the 
Billboard Hot 100 for eight weeks in 1992 and 
turned Kelly and Smith, 13 and 12, respective- 
ly into stars. They toured with Michael Jack- 
son and landed their own video game. 

They were kids, yes, but they came 
equipped with swagger that didn’t feel manu- 
factured— even if they never got a chance to 
veer from Dupri’s vision— and a memorable 
gimmick of wearing clothing backward. It 
also helped that they possessed a flow that 
was nimbler than their age suggested. 

“Jump” propelled their 1992 debut album, 
“Totally Krossed Out,” to sell more than 
4 million copies when it was released. 

Only two more albums would come after 
their massive debut, and they already had 
peaked professionally before they were old 
enough to vote. 

In February the pair— who had parted ways 
after their last album, 1996’s “%ung. Rich & 
Dangerous”— reunited for the 20th anniver- 
sary of Dupri’s So So Def Records. The duo 
performed a handful of hits including “Jump.” 
The crowd, much like the world, knows that 
chorus by heart— 20 years later it’s still quite 
easily accessible thanks to countless replays.

Patrick Stickles, who is not known for his lack 
of vocal restraint fronting punk-rock band Ti- 
tus Andronicus, comes on the phone, oddl}^ 
speaking just above a whisper. “I should warn 
you,” he says. “Pm going to have to talk in this 
quiet voice, ’cause I’m on the bus.” 

He can’t talk on the bus? “The lady came on 
the intercom before and said, ‘You should re- 
ally only use your cellphone for emergencies, 
and if you do have to make a call, be really qui- 
et.’ I’m just trying not to get in trouble. I’m 
sitting pretty far in the back, though.” 

Wait— are other people on the tour bus 
asleep? It’s only 3 p.m. in New York. “Not our 
tour bus. Which doesn’t exist,” he says. “I’m 
on the bus.” 

Oh! Stickles, 27, explains further. He re- 
cently departed from Manhattan, and is head- 
ing to New Paltz, N.Y, in the Catskill Moun- 
tains, to visit producer Kevin McMahon. It 
seems Stickles broke a guitar, and McMahon 
repaired it. 

Was it some crazy Pete Townshend-style, 
guitar-smashing incident? “Oh, no, no,” Stick- 
les says, still keeping his voice low “That 
would have been cool. This was just me play- 
ing with a drill at home.” 

If Stickles is destined to be a rich and fa- 
mous rock star— which could happen, be- 
cause Titus Andronicus has put out some of 
the most cathartic, aggressively melodic mu- 
sic of the past five years— he appears to be in 
his starving-artist phase. 

He lived with his parents in Glen Rock, 
N.J., before recently moving back to Brook- 
lyn. The band travels in a van, as opposed to a 
tour bus, and he takes public transportation. 

As screaming punk singers go. Stickles is 
part of the continuum from the Who’s Roger

Daltrey to Black Flag’s Henry Rollins to the 
Pixies’ Black Francis. He’s skinny and awk- 
ward, exposed without the beard he recently 
shaved, but he has a presence that comes 
from Meaning Every Word. 

Stickles formed Titus Andronicus in 2005, 
when he was a student at Ramapo College 
in Mahwah, N.J., and has struggled to keep 
a quorum in the band through three albums, 
from 20 o 8 ’s “The Airing of Grievances” to 
“The Monitor” to last year’s “Local Business.” 

Eighteen musicians have been band mem- 
bers, including Stickles, and each of the 
original members has departed at one time or 
another. Despite this. Stickles steered Titus 
from the relentless sound of “The Monitor” 
to the softer, more nuanced and self-search- 
ing style of “Local Business.” 

For “Local Business,” Stickles, inspired 
by a Neil Y)ung biography insisted on a live 
sound rather than a layered collage of studio 
tricks. “Live” turned out to mean “100 takes 
of every song.” Says Stickles: “They talk about 
how ‘Born to Run’ has 100 guitar tracks on it. 
I found that out, and I was like, ‘I want 100 
tracks.’ What they never tell you is every gui- 
tar track sounds good. A hundred {bleepy} 
guitar tracks don’t magically coalesce into one 
good-sounding one. It just sounds like 100 
[bleepy] ones. And that’s something I didn’t 
realize until I got older.” 

Stickles is just getting going when, toward 
the end of the half-hour interview, his voice 
drops even quieter. 

“Sorry,” he says, “I have to whisper. This old 
lady shushed me on the bus.”
